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POINT OF THE MOUNTAIN, Utah 
(AP) — Gary Mark Gilmore, the killer 
who demanded death and twice at­ 
tem pted suicide in prison, 
was 
executed by a Utah firing squad today 
minutes after a federal appeals court 
lifted a stay granted during the night. 
The 36-year-old Gilmore was the 
first person to be executed in the 
United States in nearly IO years. His 
lengthy fight to be executed drew 
worldwide attention. 
Gilmore, sentenced for the shooting 
death of a Provo, Utah, motel clerk, 
was dressed in white and wearing an 
overcoat as he was taken from Utah 
State prison in a van to the execution 
site. 
A spokesman for the prison dictated 
a short message to newsmen moments 
after the appeals court ruled at 7:35 
arn . MST. He said: “ The order of the 
4th District Court has been carried 
out." 
The lith hour appeal by Utah of­ 
ficials, who were seeking to have U.S. 
District Court Judge Willis Hitter’s 
stay of execution overturned, was 
accepted by the appellate court after 
IO minutes of deliberation. 
Chief Judge David T. Ijewis an­ 
nounced the ruling at 7:37 arn . MST, 
just 12 minutes before the execution 
was to take place at Point of The 
Mountain, Utah. 
Judge R itter granted a 10-day 
restraining order shortly after mid­ 
night on grounds of “obvious, serious 
doubts” about the constitutionality of 
Utah’s death penalty law. 
Robert Moody, one of Gilmore’s 
attorneys who was with him when he 
got word of the stay, said Gilmore 
cursed the judge and the ACLU and 
added: “ Why can’t they stay out of my 
life?” 
Moody characterized Gilmore as 
angry and fru strated , and said: 
“Suicide is a possibility. He did it 
before,” a reference to Gilmore’s two 
sleeping pill overdoses. 
He said Gilmore learned of the stay 
from either radio or television. 
Atty. Gen. 
Robert 
Hansen said 
passage of the scheduled 7:49 a.m. 
MST execution time without Gilmore’s 
death would require the setting of a 
new execution date at least 30 days 
after such time as Ritter’s stay was 
lifted. 
Ritter acted after convening a late- 
Sunday hearing on a contention by the 
ACLU that it would be wrong to spend 
public funds to execute Gilmore when

Cincinnati recorded a Sunday low of 
20 degrees below zero — the day’s 
coldest tem perature in the state — 
breaking the city’s previous low of 19 
degrees below zero set in 1963. 


Columbus, with 13 below zero, broke 
its previous low of 12 below set in 1965 
Cleveland had a low of 15 below zero. 
Major natural gas suppliers late 
Sunday urged all customers to curb 
use of gas so enough would be on hand 
to keep Ohio's residences, hospitals 
and schools warm today. 
The unusually cold tem peratures 
increased residential use of gas and 
caused the suppliers to fear a critical 
drain on supplies if industrial and 
nonessential commercial consumption 
resumed today at normal levels. 
Columbia Gas of Ohio, Inc., Dayton 
Power and Iaght Co., West Ohio Gas 
Co. and East Ohio Gas Co. asked their 
large industrial and commercial cus­ 
tomers to stay closed on Monday to 
avert a crisis. 
The suppliers also asked residential 
users to lower their therm ostats to 
below 65 degrees or as low as they 
could bear. 
Columbia Gas spokesm an Bill 
Chaddock said in Columbus the gas 
company asked commercial 
users 
such as offices, warehouses and small 
businesses, not open Monday to con­ 
serve gas. He said the company asked 
that only those commercial users 
essential to the public — such as 
schools and hospitals — be opened. 
"We are faced with the coldest 
tem peratures in decades,” he said. 
Columbia Gas serves twothirds of 
Ohio — 56 counties — primarily in the 
central and southeastern portions. 
In Cleveland, East Ohio Gas Co. said 
the company was severely limiting 
supplies to its more than 1,000 in­ 
dustrial customers in 18 northeast Ohio 
counties. East Ohio spokesman David 
Talbott said the industrial customers 
would be getting gas only for use in 
maintenance, that is, for minimum 
heating of their plants. 
Talbott said the situation would be 
reviewed Tuesday morning to decide 
whether to lift the curtailment. The 
latest move by the utility did not affect 
residential customers or schools. 
West Ohio Gas, headquartered in 
Lima, told its industrial users in eight 
northwestern Ohio counties that their 
allocations were being slashed IOO per 
cent as long as the subzero cold snap 
continues. The company said it would 
supply only minimal “plant protection 
gas” to these major consumers. 
DP&L also curtailed industrial 
customers IOO per cent. The supplier

Nathan lives 
with his wife Ruth, and their three 
children, ages 2, 4 and 5, on their farm 
at 27502 Kingston Pike in Pickaway 
Twp. 


Nathan started his farming career 
on his parents’ home farm in 1963 after 
the death of his father. After his 
graduation from Ohio .State University 
in 1965 with a B S. in Engineering, he 
continued farming part-time while 
working as an engineer at the local 
DuPont plant. In 1967 he resigned his 
position with DuPont and started 
fanning full-time on a rented 485 acre 
grain fann that also had a feedlot for 
500 head of cattle. 
Nathan is a finn believer in using the 
m ost m odern proven production 
practices. 
For 
example, 
he 
uses 
growth stimulates on cattle, urea 
treated silage, 
broadcast and in­ 
corporated herbicides on com and 
beans, reduced tillage w herever 
possible, and he always has actively 
used future m arkets to forward price 
livestock and grain and take ad­ 
vantage of basic.changes. 
Like any conscious farmer these 
days, Nathan has been aware of soil 
and 
w ater 
conservation 
in 
his 
operation. As an example of his efforts 
on soil improvement, a 152 acre fann 
that he purchased in 1975 yielded 
approximately 20 bushels of com per 
acre. After a soil test revealed low 
levels of phosphorus and potassium, he 
plowed down a large build-up ap­ 
plication of fertilizer in the spring of 
1975. That fall the harvest yielded 99 
bushels per acre and 130 bushels per 
acre in 1976. 
Another area in which Wilson solved 
a problem on his farm was manure 
handling from a large open feedlot. His 
cattle are now confined in a barn 
where the floor has been slatted with 
an eight foot deep pit underneath.

GRAFFITI 
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U.S. Quality Of Life 
Continues Downward 


For the seventh consecutive year, 
the "quality of life” in the United 
States, m easured by seven 
en­ 
vironmental yardsticks, continued its 
downward trend in 1976, the National 
Wildlife Federation reports. 
The report is contained in the eighth 
annual 
"E nvironm ental 
Q uality 
Index” (EQI) survey published in the 
February issue of the Federation’s 
bim onthly 
m agazine, 
N ational 
Wildlife. 
Conditions improved in only two 
environmental areas — air quality (for 
the second consecutive year) and 
forest resources, according to the 
m agazine’s survey. 
Five other indicators — on water 
quality, wildlife, living space, soil, and 
m inerals — slipped again despite "the 
uncommonly good feeling across the 
land” during the Bicentennial year, 
the conservation group found. 
The EQI slipped to 347 (on a scale of 
700) three points below the 1975 Index 
and 46 points below the first EQI in 
1969 The EQI, regarded as a useful 
and authoritative indicator by many 
governm ent agencies as well as 
conservation groups, is based in part 
on statistics and partly on informed 
subjective judgments by NWE ex­ 
perts, who consult with government, 
industrial, and academic researchers. 
All seven indices have declined since 
the first National Wildlife magazine- 
EQI survey reported. "America is in 
trouble . . . Apathy is our biggest 
problem .” 
Here are sum m aries of the EQI 
findings in each resource area: 
AIR 
Up a little. Air quality continues to 
improve steadily in some parts of the 
country. But experts are just begin­ 
ning to grasp the complexity of the 
overall air pollution problem. 
P a rtic u la te 
m atter 
in 
a ir 
is 
decreasing at a five per cent rate each 
year; 90 per cent of the nation’s 
stationary sources of air pollution 
were either within emission limits or 
on schedules leading to compliance; 
and the number of people exposed to 
hazardous air was greatly reduced. 
To confound the trend, only one auto 
m aker — Volvo — met 1977 emission 
standards; the others said they need 
m ore tim e. 
U rban 
pollution 
is 
spreading to rural areas. 
FORESTS 
Up a little. Demand for tim ber was 
down because building was in a 
recession. Net tim ber growth on public 
and private lands continues to show a 
steady gain. 
However, trees from commercial 
forests are being consumed at 500,000 
acres each year for urban sprawl, 
vacation homes, agricultural use, and 
other purposes. There is more debate 
on using public forests for recreation 
and wildlife, as well as for grazing and 
production of timber. 
Economic pressure will continue to

Industrial discharges 
are being curtailed, some rivers aren’t 
as polluted, b it municipal efforts 
are faltering in parts of the country 
While 90 per cent of the industrial 
polluters will meet the G ean Water 
Act goals for 1977, only half of the 
m unicipalities will 
reach them . 
National Wildlife quotes a former U.S. 
E nvironm ental Protection Agency 
official: "The agency is afraid to play 
political hardball with the mayors." 
EPA also lagged in awarding $7.3 
billion for sewage treatm ent

struction projects that could help 
eliminate sewage from waterways.

Petroleum imports are expected 
to increase from 41 per cent currently 
to 60 per cent by 1980. 
Congress again failed to pass strip 
mining legislation. 
While vast new coal reserves were 
opened up in the west, the Department 
of the Interior laid down tougher 
mining standards; environmentalists 
contend the standards are still not 
adequate.

20 Sailors 
Said Dead 
In M ishap 


BARCELONA, Spain (AP) - A U.S. 
Navy launch ferrying sailors and 
Marines back to their ships from 
w eekend leave collided 
with 
a 
freighter and flipped over in Barcelona 
h arbor 
early 
today, 
killing 
20 
American servicemen, U.S. officials 
said. 
Nineteen other servicemen were 
hospitalized, six in serious condition, 
U.S. consular officials said. They were 
being treated for injuries and drown­ 
ing symptoms. 
Dozens of men had been trapped 
inside the overturned launch, but an 
even greater tragedy was averted 
when tugboats sped to the scene and 
quickly righted the boat. 
The identities of the victims were not 
disclosed, pending notification of next- 
of-kin. 
U.S. Navy officials said the 56-foot 
launch and 390-ton Spanish coastal 
freighter Urlea smashed into each 
other in the harbor darkness as they 
rounded a pier from opposite sides. 
There were no reports of injuries on 
the freighter. 
A U.S. consular official said the 
accident occurred at about 2 a m. just 
after the launch picked up 110 ser­ 
vicemen and headed out toward the 6th 
Fleet helicopter carrier Guam and 
landing dockship Trenton. 
About 40 of the Americans swam to 
safety, the news agency Europa Press 
said. U.S. consular officials said 19 of 
the victims were dead before they 
could be taken to hospitals.

IOS ANGELES (AP) — Two young 
men from Southern California have 
been arre ste d and charged with 
conspiracy for allegedly selling U.S. 
rocket secrets to the Soviet Union, the 
FBI says. 
A bureau spokesman said Sunday 
there was no estimate yet on what 
dam age the alleged espionage might 
have caused U.S. defense. 
Andrew D. tee, 25, of Palos Verdes 
Estates, and Christopher J. Boyce, 23, 
of Rancho Palos Verdes, were charged 
Sunday with “conspiracy to commit 
espionage against the United States on 
behalf of the Soviet Union,” the FBI 
announced. 


The case began Jan. 6 when Mexican 
police arrested te e on an unrelated 
m atter in Mexico City and found three 
rolls of top secret U.S. defense docu­ 
ments on microfilm, the FBI said. 
That produced a trail that led to 
Boyce and to Boris A. Grishin, a 
science attache at the Soviet embassy 
in Mexico City, FBI spokesman Robert 
Gebhardt told reporters. 


Boyce was jailed here Sunday and 
was to be arraigned today. Gebhardt 
said he expected Mexico to waive any 
charges against te e and to return him 
to the U.S. for trial on the conspiracy 
charges.

Social Security may not be 
broke, but it is heading in that 
direction 
No wonder, when 
one looks at its rapid cost 
progression over the last 
decade In just IO years the 
average contribution paid into 
Social Security by the wage 
earner has increased from 
$253 to $757. His employer, of 
course, 
m atches 
his 
contribution. 
Worse, we are told, 
the 
system is not paying its own 
way and the imbalance is 


destined to grow in the years 
immediately ahead. There are 
several reasons for this, but 
the most important is the 
propensity Congress has for 
liberalizing benefits paid out 
without adequately providing 
for revenues. 
Another factor becom ing 
increasingly prominent is the 
aging of the population 
A 
decade or two ago it could not 
have been anticipated that the 
nation’s birth rate would drop 
off as dramatically as it has in 


the last several years. 
In IO years time, the wage 
base against which the Social 
Security tax is applied has 
gone from $6,600 to $16,500 this 
Jan. I. The tax rate also has 
been increased several tim es 
in that period. It is this rapid 
growth 
which 
is 
m ost 
worrisome. Such a rate of 
increase cannot long continue. 
The question now is, how is 
Socail Security to be brought 
under control, and with what 
consequences? 


James Earl Ray 


The slim Smiler was more than 
inept. He was ignorant This is not a 
crime. His offense was in believing 
that he could outwit the police. In some 
instances, Kay’s plan to pull off what 
he called “one big lick” was comical. 
He grew up in Quincy, Illinois, and 
Ewing, Missouri, towns on opposite 
sides of the Mississippi River. The 
father, Jim Ray, was a convict. The 
m other, Lucille, was a helpless 
alcoholic. The luck they had was hard. 
Sometimes Jim Ray couldn’t recall 
which alias he was using to find work: 
Gerry Ray, George Ray, Gerry Rayn, 
Gerry Ryan. lAicille’s anchor was 
catholicity. She gave birth to James 
Earl Ray in 1928. In crushing poverty, 
she had nine children. 
Lucille’s mother reasoned that, if 
Jim could not get a Job because of his 
criminal record, perhaps he could 
work for himself. She put up $1,000 to 
buy her daughter a 63-acre farm in 
Ewing in 1915. The town had a 
population of 350. Both banks were 
closed. A street of shops was closed. A 
pool hall was open. 
Half of Jim Ray’s farm was rocks. 
Once a week Lucille sobered up to go 
into town to the relief office to get free 
salt, cornmeal and flour. She sold 
trinkets to buy a bottle of gin. 
The father looked at the farm from a 
sagging porch. That’s all he did. The 
Rays had a house full of big-eyed kids 
with big bellies and rickety legs. Jim 
Ray nodded to James Earl and drove 
an ancient pickup truck to Cason’s 
Pool Hall. 
The Smiler loved his father. As a 
boy, he understood that this is a world 
of “us” against “them.” A man didn't 
buy bread; he schemed to get it. The 
boy turned his back on his mother. 
Lucille lapsed into long periods of 
silence. She saved her affection for a 
swaybacked horse and a cringing 
German Shepherd. 
At the age of 30, she was finished. 
Her unwashed hair stiffened out from 
her ears. She slept in a dirty dress. Her 
knees were stiff and she clumped on 
the 
board 
floor. 
Dinner 
was 
monotonous: navy beans with suet and 
onions. 
Little Marjorie played with a book of 
matches. She ran screaming through 
the house with her long black hair in 
flames. She was buried in an un­ 
marked grave. There wasn’t time to 
mourn. On chill nights, Mrs. Ray took 
all of her children into bed with her. 
In winter, they froze. Jim Ray tore 
the floorboards of the house, and the 
siding too, to bum in a potbellied stove. 
When World War II started, the father 
got a job with the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy Railroad. The children, 
poorly fed, realized that the one, the 
only good thing in life was money. 
Young James enlisted in the U.S. 
Army. The date was Feb. 19, 1946. Ile 
chose Germany. Tile Smiler was no 
hero. He was a Military Policeman in 
white gloves, holding a white club. He

arrested fractious soldiers. When a 
fraulein offered a warm bed, Ray 
turned his head away. The only love he 
wanted was what could be bought and 
discarded. 


He drank. A court .sent him to a 
stockade. James Earl Ray tried to 
escape. 
He drew an extra three 
months. Before his sentence was half 
completed, an Army board evaluated 
the Smiler, wrote “Inept” on his 
papers, and sent him home. 


His lack of comprehension extended 
to himself. Ray got a job in Chicago, 
bought a Mercury, saw it repossessed, 
and lost his job. He spent his time in a 
rooming house reading sexy paper­ 
backs. 
In October, 1949, the Smiler was in 


sunny California. 
He was caught 
robbing the Forum Cafeteria. He was 
chased, and dropped a typewriter on a 
fire escape. He also dropped his Army 
discharge 
with 
his 
name 
on 
it. 
Witlessness stained his first crime as it 
would his last. 
At home, brother Gerry was in 
prison and out. John was in the Indiana 
Reform School. Momma made salads 
at the Lincoln’Douglas Hotel in 
Quincy. Daddy washed dishes. O le 
night the father watched his wife creep 
from bar to bar and he disappeared. 
The Smiler got off as a first offender. 
He stood in a California court and said, 
“I had a few beers and sometimes 
when I have a few beers I end up in the 
wrong place.” 
Judges too are inept . . .

NEW YORK (AP) - The decline of 
inflation in the industrial world since 
1974 has been gratifying, even though a 
deep recession was required to bring it 
about, even though it still leaves us 
with more than we want. 
In 
1974 
the 
United 
States 
ex­ 
perienced consumer price inflation of 
about ll per cent. In 1976, the rate 
declined to between 5 and 6 per cent. 
In Japan the rate fell from 24.5 per 
cent to a bit more than 9; in Germany 
from 7 to 3.7; rn France from 13.7 to 
10.1; in Canada from 10.8 to 5.6. 
The two big problem economies, the 
United Kingdom and Italy, remained 
exceptions, the rate in Italy rising 
from 19.1 per cent in 1974 to 21.3 in 1976, 
and the British rate falling only I 
percentage point to 15. But even the 
British have shown improvement of 
late, their rate falling from 24.2 in 1975. 
Gratifying, but apparently not en­ 
couraging. leaders of some large 
economies have been left so shaken by 
inflation that they are wary of ex­ 
pansionary measures, and are opting 
instead for another year of restraint. 
While this might in the long run be 
viewed as good common sense, the 
immediate effect will be to leave 
people 
unemployed 
and 
other 
resources underutilized and, as some 
see it, run the risk of recession all over 
again. 
The disturbing reality is that what 
occurs these days in one of the large 
trading nations inevitably has its 
impact on the economies of others, no 
matter what those other economies do 
to protect their own interests. 
In the United States, where restraint 
remains obvious in the final budget 
and economic program presented by 
President Ford, growth this year is 
widely expected to be around 4.5 per 
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cent without stimulation, 5.5 with it. 
While this is sufficient to cut into 
unemployment, it still is likely to leave 
the country with what used to be felt 
was an unacceptable rate, somewhere 
between 6.5 per cent and 7 per cent of 
the civilian labor force. 
But what continues to worry some 
economists is not what the United 
States does so much as what other 
economies are likely to do. Japan and 
Germany are of particular concern, 
since both are constraining expansion. 
Economists at Chase Manhattan 
Bank, partly as a result of these 
conservative economic programs, 
expect world output this year to fall 
appreciably, from 5.25 per cent in 1976 
to about 3.5 to 4 per cent this year. 
The fear of inflation, therefore, 
remains a major hindrance to world 
economic expansion. But there are 
other reasons too. Capacity utilization 
in many countries remains low, and 
thus there is little motivation to spend 
on more modem plants and equip­ 
ment. 
A third reason, of course, is the need 
of many economies to adjust to still 
another increase in the price of oil. 
It’s a difficult and perplexing 
situation. Long-range stability dictates 
that inflation be controlled. But with 
labor forces growing, stability also 
demands that economies expand and 
make more jobs. 
Boycott Law 
Under Fire 


CIJEVEIAND (AP) - Fears of the 
possible unfavorable economic impact 
of Ohio’s antiboycott law is being 
voiced by those who oppose the 
measure which forbids firms from 
complying with foreign boycotts such 
as those set by some Arab countries. 
Rep. Norman A. Murdock, R-21 
Cincinnati, adds that aside from the 
economic effects, the state doesn’t 
have the legal authority to legislate 
foreign commerce. 
Five other states have similar laws 
but only in California is the law being 
challenged in court. 
Rep. 
Harry 
J. 
Lehman, 
D-16 
Cleveland, the law s sponsor, said that 
one of its provisions prohibits banks, 
savings and loans associations and 
securities dealers from refusing to do 
business with persons because their 
names appear on a blacklist issued by 
a foreign country or company. 
Inhuman said the bill gives people 
who 
think 
they 
have 
been 
discriminated against as a result of a 
foreign boycott the legal right to sue 
for damages. The law, actually an 
amendment to the state’s antimonopo­ 
ly statute, went into effect Oct. I.

In a young, healthy person, ex­ 
tensive fractures, with secondary 
infections, may be the prime reason 
for non-union.

S tate Regulation

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - Northern 
Indiana businessmen who have dealt 
with Amish dairy farmers for as many 
as 50 years say they have never had 
any problem with Amish products. 


But the Amish farmers are con­ 
fronted with a new state regulation 
that could force them out of the milk 
business unless they compromise their 
religious beliefs. 


The Amish were notified last month 
that the regulation will ban the sale of 
milk which is not cooled to 50 degrees 
within two hours after milking. That 
can only be done by modem cooling 
procedures — and Amish religious 
tenets forbid the use of electricity. 
Four Amish farmers met Friday 
with state health officials and several 
northern Indiana legislators to discuss 
a compromise on the regulation, which 
goes into effect March I.

Rises In 1976 


WASHINGTON

Milk 
production last year jumped 4.2 per 
cent to more than 120.3 billion pounds, 
the most in ll years and slightly more 
than Agriculture Department experts 
had expected. 
The prelim inary 1976 estim ate 
compared with about 115.5 billion 
pounds annually in 1974 and 1975. 
According to USDA records, that puts 
last year's milk output at the highest 
level since 1965 when it was 124.2 
billion pounds. 
I .ast November, the department 
forecast 1976 milk production at about 
119.8 billion pounds, a 3.7 per cent gain 
from 1975. 
Depending on the feed situation and 
prices, milk production is expected to 
rise again this year but not at the rate 
of the 1976 increase, according to of­ 
ficials.

By JIM LUTHER 
Associated Press Writer 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Millions of 
Americans will find it a little more 
difficult to figure their federal income 
tax this year, but many will find the 
tax saving worth the extra effort.

Rep. A. G. I^ancione, D-99 Bellaire, 
and Arthur Bowers, I>98 Steubenville, 
and others, said they will be trying to 
protect the jobs of 50,000 Ohioans 
threatened by proposed restrictions on 
use of Ohio’s high sulfur coal. 
Bowers said they plan to meet with 
as many as possible of Ohio’s 23 
members of the U.S. House to explain 
the implications of already formulated 
emission standards for sulfur dioxide. 
They also would like to see Ohio’s 
two Democratic senators, John Glenn 
and Howard Metzenbaum, about what 
they say could be the economic ruin of 
southeast Ohio. 
I .ast week, l,ancione and Bowers 
were among seven members of the two 
chambers who circulated petitions and 
sent them to the Ohio Environmental 
Protection Agency. It has been con­ 
ducting hearings around the state on 
the proposed restrictions. 
In the petitions, signed by 85 of 99 
House members and about 22 of the 33 
senators, the lawmakers noted the

possible loss of 15,000 miners’ jobs, 
along with higher utility bills that 
would be necessitated if Ohio’s utilities 
were required to pay transportation 
costs for low sulfur content coal from 
the western U.S. I-oss of jobs in in­ 
dustries that use Ohio’s coal would 
total at least 35,000, they said.

other changes in the law will become 
effective when taxes are filed in 1978. 
Three major changes affect most 
taxpayers immediately: 
—The $30-per-person tax credit that 
was voted in 1975 to help pull the 
economy out of recession has been 
increased to $35. Since a credit is 
subtracted directly from taxes owed, 
this means that a family of four could 
reduce its tax bill by $140. But now 
there is an alternative: 
Whether or not you itemize deduc­ 
tions, you may subtract either $35 per 
person or 2 per cent of the first $9,000 of 
taxable income, whichever is larger. 
(Taxable income is total income after 
the $750-per-person exemption and all 
deductions, whether standard or 
itemized, have been subtracted). 
Most persons with taxable incomes 


of $9,000 or more would select the 2 per 
cent credit, which would mean a $180 
tax cut. The exception would be 
families with six or more members. 
The second across-the-board change 
is a hefty increase in the standard 
deductions, which are available to 
those taxpayers who do not itemize 
deductions. 
The 
new 
minimum 
standard 
deduction, designed to ensure that a 
person pays no tax until his income 
reaches a certain level, is $1,700 for a 
single person and $2,100 for a couple 
filing a joint return. But that is only the 
minimum; you are allowed a standard 
deduction of 16 per cent of total in­ 
come, but no more than $2,400 if you 
are single and no more than $2,800 if 
married.

Part of the case against Harris, on 
trial for manslaughter, was the fact 
that two bloodhounds had followed a 
trail to his house.

Most courts are willing to accept, 
under proper safeguards, information 
gleaned from animals.

Griggs had the animal brought to hts 
barnyard. There, according to wit­ 
nesses, she showed familiarity with 
both the bam and the watering 
mechanism. 
In court, the judge found this 
evidence persuasive. 
“It is characteristic of practically all 
domestic animals,” he said, “to show 
familiarity with the places where they 
have been sheltered and fed.” 
Still, animal “testimony” is usually 
not strong enough by itself to send a 
person to jail. 
In a burglary case a bloodhound had 
led detectives to the defendant’s 
shack. But there was no other evidence 
to connect him with the crime. 
“ Alone and unsupported,” said the 
court, dismissing the charge, “such 
evidence is insufficient; there must be 
other testimony to convict.”

change will allow 90 per cent of 
Americans to use a tax table to see at a 
glance how much tax they owe. The 
new table is condensed into three 
pages, compared with the IO pages last 
year, and covers all taxable income up 
to $20,000. (Changing the table will 
have virtually no effect on anyone’s 
tax liability.) 
The good news is that most tax­ 
payers will not have to use the “tax- 
rate schedules,” which require you to 
compute taxes owed by multiplying a 
tax rate by income above a certain 
amount. And there is no longer a 
different tax table for each family size. 
The bad news is that typical tax­ 
payers will have to compute taxable 
income by subtracting the $750-per- 
person exemption and 
their deduc­ 
tions from total income. However, the 
IRS will compute this for you in certain 
circumstances. 
After finding the line in the tax table 
that includes your taxable income, the 
only question left is whether you are 
single; married and filing a separate 
return, or married and filing a joint 
return. E'ind your taxes under the 
column heading that fits you. 
But an important caution: That 
figure is NOT what you owe. To get the 
bottom line you still have to subtract 
your across-the-board credit — either 
$35 per person or 2 per cent of the first 
$9,000 of taxable income.

Gertrude Donahey, Treasurer of the 
State, has released her report for the 
month of December. 
In county sales taxes, Pickaway 
County reported $131,258.91, as op­ 
posed to $130,311.32 for December of 
1975. The difference amounted to 
$947.59, or 0.72 per cent. 
To date in fiscal 1977, a total of 
$665,437,28 in sales taxes has been 
collected. By this date in fiscal 1976, 
the county had collected $598,954.91. 
The difference is $66,482.37, or 11.09 
per cent. 
In motor vehicle sales taxes, the

has reported $65,583.09 in 
December.

Kerekou said a planeload of whites 
and Africans landed early Sunday 
morning at a military airport outside 
Cotonou, the capital of the I.ouisiana- 
size country, and attacked at various 
points around the city. But govern­ 
ment troops drove them off and also 
forced their DC8 to take off, the 
broadcast statement said. 


An official at the U.S. Embassy in 
Cotonou reported by telephone that a 
curfew for everyone except military 
personnel was imposed at 7:30 p m. 
Sunday. He said there was no in­ 
dication when it would be lifted. 


The city "was awakened by srnall- 
arms fire from the direction of the 
airport," the American said. The 
fighting was "scattered at best,” and 
the city was “ completely calm" all 
day, he reported.

WASHINGTON (A P) - Mirages, 
those optical illusions which can even 
fool a camera, are actually caused by 
atmospheric conditions, says National 
Geographic. 
The most common kind of mirage is 
the inferior mirage which is caused 
when light rays are bent by passing 
through varying densities of air and 
reflected. When the road ahead 
glimmers like a lake on a hot summer 
day, the pool is really a reflection of 
the sky. 
The Fata Morgana, another type of 
mirage in which images are projected 
into the sky, is named after King 
Arthur’s sorceress sister. Hie unusual 
form of mirage can have strange 
consequences. 
In 1913 the American Museum of 
Natural History sent Donald Mac­ 
Millan in search of Crocker I^and, an 
area of "magnificent peaks" in the 
Arctic reported by Admiral Robert 
Peary. At first MacMillan could not 
locate Crocker I rand, but spotted the 
mountains. When the sun set, the 
peaks did too.

who 
she 
married last August. 
The horse farm, however, is no 
longer operating and 
Mrs. 
Smith 
supports the family as a loan teller at 
the Delaware County 
Bank 
Bob. 
unemployed, cares for the couple’s two 
horses. In the meantime, her father, a 
Methodist minister, left the active 
clerical life somewhat "disillusioned,” 
Mrs. Smith said, and moved with her 
mother 
from 
Findlay, 
Ohio 
to 
Greenville, S.C. where he sells small 
airplanes. 
The girl with long hair and glasses 
who caught Nixon’s eye outside a 
Deshler, Ohio, whistlestop still feels 
sympathy for the disgraced former 
president, but believes his resignation 
was necessary. 
" I really had mixed emotions about 
the whole thing," she said in an in­ 
terview at the couple’s modest home 
on a rural route in Delaware County. 
" I was disappointed, disillusioned. The 
first thing I thought was he had to 
know what was going on because of the 
way he covered it up. But no one can 
tell me any different that this was the 
first time anything like this had ever 
happened. He was just the first one to 
get caught.” 
Mrs. Smith, who classifies herself as 
an independent, wasn’t in any of the 
crowds last year when Carter, Ford 
and their running mates campaigned. 
But, although she is no longer active 
politically, she is far from apathetic. 
"'1110 country is in a lot of trouble, I 
really think it is. The economy is in 
really bad shape and unemployment 
and inflation are ridiculous." 
Any regrets that she wasn’t involved 
this time, or that she didn’t just remain 
an unnoticed face in the crowd in the 
first place? 
"I did feel like just everything was 
happening around me and I wasn’t 
involved, and it did make me think 
back to ’68 and ’72 when I was really 
involved with the election.”

Kenneth E. Cochran, involved for 
several years in energy conservation 
for the Battelle Memorial Institute, 
says school systems are the nation’s 
largest energy users. 
He made the comment Friday while

suggestions for schools in light of 
forecasts for colder than normal 
conditions in coming weeks.

The latest caused cold air to push 
into the police department and a 
heating system failed causing steam 
and water to enter the the police office.

ministrative services, said the sup­ 
plier is replacing the door but said the 
problems are merely inconvenience. 
“ Any new building like this has bugs 
that have to be worked out and 
problems will develop during the first 
year. Extreme weather will cause 
some problems to surface,” he said. 


Cochran said he headed a Federal 
Energy Administration study about 
two years ago into an oil contingency 
plan 
during 
a

crisis 
developing with the Middle East. In 
the process, he said he looked into 
schools, 
tran sp o rtatio n , heating, 
lighting and other energy areas. 
“Shutting down schools completely 
during cold winter months could save 
about 24 per cent of the energy they 
now use,” he said. 
Starting the day’s classes at ll a m. 
and running them later in the day 
could save up to five per cent on 
heating fuel, he added, by capitalizing 
on the sun s heat. 
Christopher Crall, another Battelle 
energy conservationist, said many 
schools waste heat through unneeded 
ventilation. 
Both Cochran and Crall said a well­ 
timed heating and ventilating system 
was the best method of conserving 
energy. 
Crall said some schools operate on 
an air movement of 25 cubic feet per 
minute per student He noted the Ohio 
standard is five cubic feet per minute 
per student. 
' This can be a large part of the heat 
loss,” he added. “Ventilation can 
account for 40-60 per cent of the total 
heat loss in buildings. 
A well adjusted heating boiler, he 
said, puts about 80 per cent of its heat 
into ductwork with the remaining 20 
per cent going up the chimney. 
“ lf the fuel-air ratio gets out of 
adjustment,” he added, “ efficiency 
can quickly drop to 65 per cent. 
‘‘Depending on adjustm ent, the 


efficiency can range all over the ball 
park. 
Schools and many other buildings 
can save more with proper ventilaton 
than by turning down therm ostats.” 
They said a trained heating engineer 
could save any school system many 
times his salary by keeping heating 
and ventilating equipment properly 
adjusted. 
“ Many school districts have an 
engineer or two birt most of the time 
the heating and air systems are left to 
custodians who turn equipment on and 
off but don’t know how to tell when it is 
functioning properly.” Crall said. 
Both said good maintenance of 
existing equipment may be better than 
increasing insulation. 
“Things like increasing insulation 
and putting in storm windows are not 
quickly cost effective,” Cochran said 
“They are not fast pay back items be­ 
cause gas is still relatively low cost.”

A confused, concerned ex­ 
pression crossed his hand­ 
some face. 
“I don’t even know if I got 
my putter back,” he said. “I 
really don’t. I don’t know 
what I did with it, where it is. 
I’ve got to find my putter.”

winner came on the 18th at 
the 
7,305-yard 
Tucson 
Nationa1 Golf Club. From
